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AN OLD GENEALOGICAL INQUIRY

In January, 1744, Josiah Franklin of Boston wrote an inquiring letter 
across the Atlantic to a Captain Franklin in Oxfordshire, England. "By what in- 
telligence I have received from my son at Philadelphia, and what intelligence I 
have had by a gentleman that comes pretty often to dinner here, I am pretty much 
inclined to believe that you are my brother's grandson that I lived with eleven 
yearse J know of no advantage, neither do I propose any, to myself or you, by 
scraping acquaintance with yous but as father's childre, seemed to have more than 
common affection one for another, an I having the same affection as formerly, I 
shall rejoice to hear of the welfare of my brother's family, and I hope it will 
not be ungrateful to you, if we are rolated, to favour mo with a fcw lines as 
opportunity presonts. 


"My brother John lived in Banbury, in Oxfordshire, and purchased a 
house by the mill. Now I undorstand by the gentloman abovo mcntioncd that you 
sold land to the value of L500 stcrling, which I suppose is about tho valuc of 
what my fathcr was possessed of. I understand you also practicc survcoying, which 
my brothcr practiced also, so that his instrumcnts for art might fall to your 
portion alsoe Thus sir, I havo givon you my conjccturc, and if you'll scnd mc 
an answer I shall count mysclf obligcd to you. 


"It is so long since I came away, thet I have lost the knowledge of all 
our relotions, having bccn in Boston sixty ycars last Octobcr. Whocvecr it bc, I 
cannot cxpect to hold correspondence with you but a short timc, boing this New 
Year's day cighty-six ycars of age; but I have thrce sons which it’s possible may 
be glad of thc samo fricndship I may dosirc, and I belicve would be glad if thcy 
can do you any scrvicc. They aro John Franklin, tallow chandlcr ct Boston; Pcct 
Franklin, at Newport, mastcr of a vessel; and Benja. Frenklin, ot Philadclphic." 

This lottcr quoted from "Benjamin Franklin" by Carl Van Doron remains 
the solo tcstamcnt to the datc of birth and the date of immigration to America 
of Josiah Franklin. Even his famous son knew not the exact year of either event. 


Benjamin Franklin was not yet famous and well-known when the letter 
was written. We know not by what process it survived. But it did and like other 
old family letters remained to add its bit of information to the biography of a 


great man. 


How many of your genealogical inguiries are so framed that they carry 
important and specific details of the family% Do you give your age? Do you 
name your sons , or do you say only that you have four sons? Do you talk of Aunt 
Hattie and Uncle John, or do you give their full names and your relationship to 
them? <A biographer may never use your letters for souree material, but the 
family historian in his lcbor of love may find them of grect assistance. Think 
of him when you write your inquiry. Give informrtion as woll os sook it.

THE HAUTZ FAMILY OF PENNSYLVANIA 
Compiled by Edna Confer DeBoos of Dearborn, Michigan. 


Among the Huguenot families who came to Pennsylvania early in the eighteenth 
century was that of Hautz. The old ship lists giving the names of immigrants into 
Philadelphia harbor have been translated and published several times, both in the 
Pennsylvania Archives and in a single volume, "30,000 Names etc." by I. Daniel Rupp, 
1875. In 1934 the old lists were again translated and published by Strassburger 
and Hinke in a three volume edition of “Pennsylvania-German Pioneers", This later 
publication has some advantages over all others in that the original order of names 
has been preserved, and where three lists were available all three were published, 
whorevas Rupp used only one list. Furthermore, photostats of the lists are included 
so that the signatures can be seen in the original writing. 


According to these lists there were three immigrants named Heutz, probably re- 
lated, as they all settled in the same neighborhood in Pennsylvania. The writer has 
attempted to trace here only the first two generations of these families, after 
which her branch of the family became a part of the Royer family. However, in the 
course of several years of research she has collected much more material on the 
Hautz families which she will be glad to share with any one interested. 

The first of these immigrants to arrive in America was Philip Hautz (Hauts), 
who came on the ship "Thistle" of Glasgow, Colin Dunlap, Master, August 29th, 1730. 

Next to arrive was Lorentz Houts (Hautz), 23 years old, on the ship, "Friend- 
ship", Henry Beech, Commander, on September 20th, 1738. The name "Hautz" is spelled 
differently on each of the three lists; first as Houts, then as Hauds and Hautz, 
Later, in various wills of the family, it is spelled Hautz. This Lorentz Houts 
(Hautz) is the ancestor of the compiler of this account of the Hautz family. 

The last Hautz immigrant to reach America was Philip Peter Hautz on the ship 
"Minerva", Henry Arnott, Master, on December 12th, 1768. 

There was a John Philip Hautz(according to Rupp) who came on the ship 
"Nancy" on August 3lst, 1750. However, in "Pennsylvania-German Pioneers" Strass- 
burger and Hinke give this name as Haupt. The descendants of John Philip Haupt are 
to be found in "The Genealogy of the Brumbach Families" by Gaius Martin Brumbach,.

I. PHILIP HAUTZ, the immigrant of 1730, seems to have gone to Bethel Town- 
ship, Lancaster County, Pennsylvania, soon after his arrival. There he married 
Anne Margaret Royer, daughter of Sebastian Royer, another Huguenot, who had come to 
America from Metz about 1717-18 and settled in Lancaster County. In a deed signed 
by the Royer heirs in 1759, Philip Hautz is mentioned as the husband of Margaret. 
He and her brother were evidently close friends and took up land near each other. 
On October 12, 1738 Philip got a warrant for 137 acres of land in Bethel Township, 
and on October 24, 1745 he received a warrant for another 100 acres. 

The exact date of his marriage to Anna Margaret Royer is not known, but his 
oldest son, Wendel Hautz, was born about 1735-39. A son, Philip Lorentz, was born 
on December 16th, 1740; a daughter, Elizabeth, in 1742; a son, Henry, on October 2, 
1745. Other children mentioned in the wills of Philip isemewee and Anna Margaret 
Hautz were Magdalene, George, Christopher (Stoepel), Juliana, Eve and Anna Marie. 


The land which Philip Hautz had purchased in Bethel Towmship in Lancaster 
County lay in Richard Penn's Manor of Andolhea, A description of this region as it 
was during the Indian raids of 1755 when Bethel Township was for a time "entirely 
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deserted" is given in the "Pennsylvania Magazine of History and Biography", Vol. 58. 
The section on which the Hautz land lay was on the easiest route from Shamokin to 
Onadagae The usual trail which the Indians took was from “the mouth of Wchaney 
Creek on the east bank of the Susquehanna, oa few miles below the place where Penn's 
Creek enters the Susquehanna from the west. It passed through Klinger's Gap in 
Mahantengo mountain and over Broad mountain in western Schuylkill County, through a 
narrow gap in Second Mountain known as the "Capes of the Swatara", three miles xabove 
Pine Grove, through Anthony's wilderness, over the Blue Mountain just west of the 
rocky bluff known as Round Head, ‘and diagonally from northwest to southenst through 
Penn's Manor to ---- near Womelsdorf." In his will, dated Decembor 2nd., 1766, 
Philip Hautz somewhat describes his estate which lay on the Swatara Creek. 


"I, Philip Hautz, declare this my last will and testament, which I have made 
in the presence of witnesses and wife and childron, how it shall be held with my 
estate, which I havo possessed and left for my heirs ss followss 

First, my son Henry Hautz shall have the old plantation whereon I heve lived 
te hold and have the same to him and his heirs for the sum cf seven hundred pounds 
lewful money of Ponnsylvanin, to pay the same to his brothers and sisters, 3n such 
payments as shell be hereafter mentioncde And as tc the old plantation, on the 
Swatara Creek shall be the line between the two plantations, which I have given to 
two of my childrens and as to Pen's land, I order that my children shall pay the same 
between thom all, that which belongs to the old place. 

as to the plantation on the other side of the Swatara Creek, my son George 
shall have the same to him.and his heirs and shall pay therefore to his brothers 
and sisters three hundred pounds lawful money of Pennsylvania. And from both of 
these plantations my wife shall have her maintenance during her life. And my sons 
Henry and George shall pay nothing to their brothers and sisters as long as my wife 
lives but two years after her decease the said money which they are to pay shall be 
divided into yearly payments, that is fourty pounds shall be paid yearly of each of 
the said plantations unto my other children. And my wife shall have the 4th part of 
cverything thot shall be planted and cultivated on the two plantations. And my wife 
shall have her widowhood on the plantation in the house wherein we have lived, and 
shell elso give unto snid wife fodder for two cows and a riding horse and firewood, 
os much as she shall want and two shcope And my two sons shall also givo unto hor 
the sum of fifty pounds in cash as she shall or may wont it and two fot hogs, which 
shall weigh at lenst cbhove one hundrod pounds each and fifty pounds of heef, yearly, 
end thirty five pounds of eee. homp. She shall live in tho building adjoining the 
house and my son sholl put it in erdor and with an iron stove if she desires ite 

&s to my son Wendel Houtz, I order that he shall have five pounds aforehand, 
before any of his sisters and brothers, but no more. 

And as to my son Philip Lawrence Hautz and my son Stopel Hautz, they, having 
a tract of land between them at the Rough Mountain I order That my son Philip Law- 
rence shall have one hundred & fifty acres thereof and my youngest son shall have 
one hundred acres thereof. And the line shall begin at George Enmert's corner and 
shall extend unto Benedick's corner, thence down the Run until it measures one hun- 
dred acres, which is all paid land. 

And whereas my son Philip Lawrence has one hundred and sixty five pounds 
oforehand in his land, I therefore order that they must stand back and wait until 
their sisters have likewise received so much, to make them equal in their portion. 

But I order that my two youngest daughters shall each have ten pounds efore- 
hand, before any of their brothers and sisters and afterward run in equal shares 
with the rest in overything thot is or shall be divided. 

And elso as to the charges which shall be toward paying for the land, as also 
deed and quitrent, I order that the same shall be paid for beforc anything is paid 
to the heirse 

And whereas I have four children under age, I have therefore appointed my son 
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Philip Lawrence Hautz and my son-in-law, John Weber, as guardians of my children, 

This is my last Will and Testament which IJ have made on the second of Decen- 
ber, 1766 and have sealed and signed it with my own hands in the presence of wit- 
nesses in Bethel Township in the county of Lancaster and declare the same with ny 
name as aforesaid, 

Philip (X) Hautz 

Signed and sealed in our presense 
John Casper Stoe(b)ver jr. and Philip Wolff." 


The widow Anna Margaret Hautz in 1788 made the following will. Lancaster 
County had been divided and her property now lay in Dauphin County. 

"In the of God, Amen. I, Anna Margaretha Hautz of Bethel township, Dauphin 
County in the Province of Pennsylvania, widow of twenty two years of deceased 
Philip Hautz, being now of considerable old age and sikly and very weak in body but 
of perfect nind and memory, thanks be given unto God, and so calling wto my mind 
the mortality of my body do make and ordain this to be my last Will and Testament 
in manner following. I recommend my soul to God that gave it and my body to the 
earth to be buried in decent Christian burial at the discretion of my Exec- 
utors and touching such worldly estate, wherewith it has pleased God to bless me 
with in this life and which is now at my disposal I give, devise and dispose of 
the same in the following manners 

Firstly - in the fourth part of the yearly income of that plantation, which 
my deceased husband, Philip Hautz, in “his last Will gavo wto my son Henry Houtz 
and which the said fourth part in the last Will of my above named husband is grant- 
ed unto me in an annuity during my lifetime and of which said annuity I have, since 
the death of my husband never received any part or share whatsoover, so it is ny 
full intended will of this 4th part of the yearly income of the above mentioned 
plantation, as my, to me granted annuity and my own property, that I give and be- 
queath unto all my children, as wto each of them, an equal share of this the said 
fourth part of income, along with interest which it may carry since the death of ny 
husband, as, firstly to my son Wendel, my daughters Magdalene and Elizabeth, to my 
son Philip Lawrence and my daughter Juliana, my sons Henry and Christopher, ny 
daughters Eva and Anna Mary, to each of these I do hereby give and bequeath an 
equal share of my above annuity, os I declared before to be equally divided among 
them, 

But to the heirs of my son George, deceased, to whom likewise a certain tract 
of land was granted and given according to the last Will and Testament of my de- 
ceased husband and of which tract of land or plantation I was likewise to have and 
hold the fourth part yearly income, like this of my son Henry Hautz, as has been 
made evident before, so these the above mentioned heirs and orphans of my son 
George, firstly Catherine, secondly Philip Jacob and thirdly Henry, to these I say 
I give, bequeath & bestow the whole sum or value of the said fourth part of income 
of that plantation, which my son, their father, hath in possession since the death 
of my husband according to Testament. So that never any person or persons shall 
have any claim or demand to or on these orphans but th@ these the said orphans 
& heirs of my deceased son George are not, and shall never come in for any share of 
the above mentioned yearly income of my son Henry's plantation nor ever have a 
right to make any demand or claim on the same. 

And I do hereby institute, make and ordain Samuel Royer of Bethel township, 
Berks County, State of Pennsylvania, the sole executor of this my last will and 
testament and I do utterly disclain, deny and revoke all former Wills, testaments, 
legacies and executors, ratifying this and no other to be my last will & testament, 
In witness thereof I have set myland and ny seal this First day of December, 1788. 
Witnesses: Anna (X) Margaretta 
Heinrich Battorf 
Frederick Seibert Probated 24th of April 1789. 
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Children of Philip and Anna Margaret (Royer) Hautz: 

1. Wendel Hautz, the oldest son, had probably received his share before 
his father died in 1766, Records of Rev. J. Casper Stover say Wendel married Cath- 
erine Riegel on May 20th, 1760. Another record from the old Swatara Church at Jones- 
town gives John Wendel Hautz and wife Catherine as sponsors at the baptism of John 
Wendei Fortune on August 3lst, 1771. 


2. Magdalene Hautz married John Jacob Werns, son of Conrad Werns, on the 
22nd of March, 1757. 


3. Elizabeth Hautz married Johannes Weber on May 15, 1759. Philip Hautz 
nentioned his "son-in-law, John Weber" as one of the guardians for his minor child- 
ren in his will in 1766. Later this name Weber became changed to Weaver. Johannes 
(John) Weber died intestate in 1772 and on November 5th, 1772 we find a record in 
the Cumberland County Records, Book 1772-1776, page 58; "Petition of Elizabeth 
Weber and Wendel Weber, administrators of John Wober, late of Hydelburg township?, 
had two hundred acres and six children, all minors under fourteen years, Christian 
Weber of Cocalico township and Henry Hautz of Bethel township were appointed guard- 
ians. Another record on page 183 of the same book, dated March 26, 1774, mentions 
George Simon and Elizabeth (Weber) (Weaver) “late Elizabeth Weber" and Wendel Weaver 
sold land. Another record (see Anna Maria Hautz)indicates that Elizabeth Hautz 
Weber married as her second husband.a Simon, probably this George Simon. 


4. Philip Lawrence Hautz was baptized on December 16, 1740 in the Swat- 
area Church, with Philip Lorentz Hautz, the immigrant of 1738, and his wife Eva as 
sponsors. Philip Lawrence was twenty-six years old when his father died in 1766. He 
had married Anna Marie Mueller of Lebanon township, Lancaster County, on March 7, 
1764. In 1775, he took over the homestead of his father-in-law, Christopher Mueller 
paying off the other heirs. In a deed made by her father in 1785, Anna Maria is 
spoken of as "the late" wife of Philip Lawrence Hautz, so she died before 1785, In 
1785 Philip Lawrence sold this land and probably moved to Cumberland County, where 
a Philip "Haunts" appears in the census of 1790. That he married a second time is 
evidenced by a deed signed by himself and his wife "Ann" on May 17, 1785. He evi- 
dently died in Cumberland County as Wendel Weber (Weaver) in his will probated in 
1802 mentions his "beloved wife Ann Ketron (or Hitron) formerly wife of P. L. Hautz". 


5. George Hautz, mentioned in his father's will as getting a plantation 
"on the other side of the Swatara", was married at the time of his father's death 
in 1766, as a baptism record in the old Swatara Church shows John George Hatz and 
his wife as sponsors in 1762. George's will is dated February 23, 1782 and was pro- 
bated March l2th of that year. It mentions his wife Elizabeth and one son, Philip 
Jacob. However, his mother, Margaret Hautz, in her will dated December 1, 1788, 
mentions his orphans, Catherine, Philip Jacob and Henry. Orphans court records give 
us further information, as: "Petition of Philip Houtz, whose father George Houtz, 
late of Bethel twp., deceased, who died intestete, leaving a widow, since intermar- 
ried with John Stoll, and four children, viz.: Catherine, Philip, the petitioner and 
eldest son, over the age of 21 yrs.; Henry, whose guardian is David Krause and John, 
whose guardian is Martin Shuey", 

Another record of the Orphan Court dated October 20, 1795:"Philip Houtz,, 
mincr over 14, son of George, late of Bethel twp., chooses Christian Uhler as his 
guardian. Henry Houtz, over 14, chooses David Krause as his guardian," 

In Jan. 18, 1797, "John Houtz, over 14 years of age, minor son of George 
Houtz of Bethel twp., prays for the appointment of Martin Shuey for his guardian."

1795. 


Jairus French and Lucretia Beecher were married by the Rove Ira Me Olds, Sept. 10th, 
1820. He was the second son of the late John Owen & Nancy French. She was the 
daughter of Darius and Matilda Beechor. 


Samuel French and Charlotte Beochcr were marricd by the Reve Timothy Goodwins, 
/yril llth, 1824. He was the son of the late John Owen & Nancy French, and she was 
the daughter of Darius & Matilda Beecher. 


Jairus French and Mary Matilda Beecher were married by the Reve Andrew Yates, Merch 
20th, 1829. She was the youngest daughter of Darius & Matilda Beecher. 


Clark Woodward and Caroline Beecher were married by the Rev. D+ be Perry, May 7, 
1834. He was the son of Abel Woodward and she was the daughter of Darius & Matilda 


Beecher. 


Theodore We Beecher and were married by the Revs e He was the 
youngest son of Darius Beecher. 





Samuel How & ann Rebecca Hooker were married by the Rev. Mr. Strong, Sept. 19, 1825.

Esther, widow of Daniel Beecher, Senr., departed this life May 4, 1822, ae. 92 yrs. 
Calvin (Beecher), the third son, died May 11, 1806, aged 36 years. 


Rebecca (Beecher), the fourth daughter and widow of Dr. Hezekiah Hooker, diced 
July 29, 1815, ae. 55 years. 


Chloe (Beecher), the third daughter and wife of Capt. Hezekiah Thomas, died July 19, 
1822, ae. 65 yearse 


Darius Beecher departed this life Dec. 26, 1833, ae. 64 years. 
Matilda, wife of Darius Beecher, departed this life May 27, 1839, aged 63.

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THE JOURNAL OF JEREMIAH SELKRIGG (OR SELKRIGGS) 
Contributed by Maurice Viinslow Fox of Detroit, Michigan 


Notes=- The following copy of "The Journal of Jeremiah Selkrigg" was obtained by 
Mr. Fox during his researches into the Selkrigg family of which he is a member. 

The copy was made for him by Mrs. Jason Vaterman of Washington, D. C. Both she and 
Mr. Fox are descended from Sarah Selkrigg (2), who married Isaac Foote. In answer 
to a query from the editor about the original manuscript, Mrs. Waterman says: 

"The copy of the journal of Jeremieh Selkrigg from which I made my copy was 
owned by Miss Kate Edmunds of Washington, D. C. Her father James Edmunds made 
the copy from the original. He was the son of James M. Ecnunds of Detroit, who was 
City Controller there from about 1853 to 1861, and established the House of Correc- 
tion in Detroit. He came to Washington as Commissioner of the General Land Office- 
one of the first appointments made by President Lincoln. He afterward was Post- 
master of the Senate; then became Postmastcr of Washington, D. C., a position he 
held until his death in 1879, 

James M, Edmunds! wife was Cathorine Selkrigg, daughter of Lorrin Selkrigg and 
his wife Jemima Vassar (sister of Mathew Vassar who founded Vassar College.) 

The original journal was owned by Mrs. Scrah French of Texas, who was c Gencal- 
ogist, and one of the first members of the D. A. R. in Texes. She was the daughter 
of Oliveann (Selkrigg) Webb, a sister of Catherine (Selkrigg) Edmunds. After the 
death of Mrs. French one of her descendants, not appreciating the genealogical 
value of the journal and other records, stored them in an old garage where they 
were destroyed by dampness. 

Miss Edmunds does not know of any other copy being meade from the original, and 
she hes recently given it to a cousin who has children, so it is now owned by Mrs. 
Elizabeth Wi. Owen of Washington, D. C." 


Joreriah Selkrigg, a Revolutionary soldier, was the son of Nathaniel and grandson 
of William (1) Selkrigg of Waterbury, Connecticut. References to William Selkrigg 
and his femily may be found in the "History of Waterbury, Connctticut", edited by 
Joseph Anderson, D. D., 18963; in "John Hopkins and Some of His Descendants" by 
Timothy Hopkins, 1932; and in the "Genealogy of the Sutcliffe-Sutliffe Family in 
america" by Bennett Hurd Sutliffe. In histories of Berrien County, Michigan, we 
find that Jeremiah's son, James, founded the Trinity Episcopal Church in Niles in 
1834 and was its pastor until he resigned June 27, 1838. It was while living in 
Nilcs, Michigan, with this son James, that Jeremiah Selkrigg wrote this account of 
his family end his Revolutionary experiences, in 1837. Editor. 


The Journal 





It is my desire to givesowe biographical skotches of my ancestors that my 
children may see the progress cor degeneracy of the line. 

We cannot ascertain the particuler dates of births and dcaths of our fathcrs 
but will sketch as near as possible, 


My Grandfather emigrated from Scotland not far from 1730,and said from Glas- 
gow; he spoke tho Erse and Latin well, the former very broad; he called his name 
Willian Sclkriggs, we suppose the original wes Selkirk, but we are not certain, he 
lived in New Haven County, ifaterbury and died about 1753, with a fall upon the ice, 
He had three sons John, Nathanicl and William, and four daughters one married Doct. 
Foot who lived in Cornwall, Vt., one marricd Moses Frost who lived and died in 
Waterbury, one marricd Asa Judd who lived a few years in Hector, State of New York; 
one married a Mr. Foot who lived on the Delawere not fer from Delhi; Stcte of New 
York. ("Mr. Foot" was Isaac Foote whe married 3arah Selkrigg and ecttled in Windsor, 
Broome Coe, Ne Y. His brother Dr. Nathan Foote married Merriam Selkrigg. MHW) 
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John married Miss Hopkins the deughter cf Capt. Isace Hopkins of East Water- 
bury, John had two sons - Ocea and John were twins, a number of daughters, they were 
married and we knew nothing of their children, 


My father (Nathaniel) was born about 1733 or 4, and was married to Mary Gill- 
ett of Derby about 1754 and was in the King's service from 1752 to 1759, was Quartcr- 
master Sergeant under Col. whiting of New Haven in '58 and he was in the battle of 
Ticonderoga was alternately out under Major Putnam (since General) and Maj. Rogers; 
after the war he removed from Derby to Waterbury; he had six children, two sons and 
four daughters, myself the oldest, Jeremiah and Polly born in Derby, Lucy, Eliza- 
beth, Hannah end Jonathan born in Waterbury; Polly marricd Samuel Blakeslee of 
Northficld; Lucy married Elijah Way of the game place; Elizabeth married Timothy 
Russott of New Hartford -- and died there; Hannah married Levi Woodruff of Litchficld, 
who is since dead; he had two children a son and a daughter who is since dead, he 
the son is living in Mexico on Leke Ontario with his mother; ny brother John at 
Sacketts Harbor last war. 


My mother died about the year 1768. My father married Annis Scovell, a second 
wife by whom he had two cr three caughters and died in 1787 or 8. He lived ea poor 
and honest man and died a Christian, we believe a strict Episcopalian adcherant. 


My grandfather on the side of my mothcr, I belicve was a Frenchman by the nane 
of Ephriam Gillett, he settled in Derby, New Haven County, he married a sistcr of 
Thomas Wooster of that place. He went out in the French War with two sons to the 
taking of Cape Britton and neither ever returned, he left a widow and five sons and 
two daughters; Jeremiah, Jonathan, Shadrach, Benjamin, and Joseph, Freclove, and 
Mery my mother, all dead and their children scattered over the world. Freclove 
married Eden Sperry of New Heaven. My Uncle Jeremiah wes 2 Sea Captain many ycars 
and settled on Derby Great Hill anc lived a farmer; left a number of children when 
he died some years ago - - it is 50 years since I have known any of them, so we have 
becn‘scatterec about the world 70 years anc probably shall always remain strangers. 


Now I will give some account cf my omm life. I was born on the 25th day of 
May 1756 at Derby Narrows; was baptized into the Church by Rector Mansfield where I 
suppose the records are to be found; went to school to old Mr. Ward at four old which 
I remember well; soon after my father removed to Waterbury where I went to school 
every year until 16 years old. I was 12 years old when my mcther diccd. I was 
put to Mr. Thomas Clark, there I lived wtil 16 years old, then was put to 
Joseph Suliff of East Waterbury to learn the Sailor's trede; renained there until 
the Revolution 1775, 4&pril, went out at the Alarm of Concord or Lexington and Bunker 
Hill a short time. July 1776 went to New York a three months campaign. Saw pert of 
the battle of Long Island and the retreat next day; had been sick three weeks and not 
able to fight, went uncer Capt. Amos Beacher and Lietut. John Ak --- of Farming- 
bury and Col. Fisher Gay's regiment; went home on furlough, recovered my health, 
worked at my trace in winter; in April 1777, went out uncer Capt. Bray -- Col. N. 
Hooker of Southington and served as a guard at Fort Independence cpposite Peck's 
Kiln about three months; served the same year under Capt. Castle, Col. Baldwin's 
regimont, commander Gen. Putnam at Red Hook; served as fifer, dismissed after the 
surrender of Burgoyne 1778; there was no invasion about Connecticut and I staid 
hone. In 1779 the enemy threatened invasion by Horse Neck. I cannot remember my 
Captain but I went in April or first of May to Horse Neck and served as fife and 
Crum major under Col. Hooker, Maj. Hooker, Ajutant Wadsworth -- dismissed after the 
burning of Norwalk in this place; I saw some trouble in this town, they were nearly 
half Tories; they went to enemy and served against their Country during the war; 
while I was there it was dangerous to be out et night, near relatives came up in 
the night and shot their near relatives, as the enemy lay on Sniffins Hill about two 
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and a half miles below Horse Neck, parties were out frequently, plundered houses, 
broke open stables and took the best horses and cattle. 


Our regiment was the only troop that lay within some miles, our business was 
to guard and defend, and in case the enemy advanced we were to retreat on to the 
hill; we stationed our guards of thirty men each, the one at Byram Bridge, and the 
other at Sherwoods two miles west of Horse Neck, under Lieut. or Ensigns command. 
We supported those guards for some time when one morning I played off the guards 
to their posts where at night they fired an alarm at Sherwoods which occasioned the 
Col, to send his Sergeant Major to make discovery, when he found it false and done 
by carelessness; all was well at the post he returned and on the road as he came 
back he heard the snorting of horses in the field, it being dark he saw nothing, we 
slept until the break of day when we heard the firing at Sherwoods; immediately the 
out sentinal came into camp and said the guard was cut off, and by the time we were 
mustered the Biram guard was attacked, we pursued and found one man killed at the 
guard house and one as we thought mortally wounded -- his arms were cut to pieces, 
his ears cut down onto his cheeks and cut in many other places, yet he has recover- 
ed; one prisinor the remainder made their escape; the guard at Biram Bridge heard 
the firing, Sergeant Newel requested the Ensign Culverto prepare the guard and put 
them in a situation for defence; The Ensign ordered the Sergeant to place them in 
two ranks upon an eminence, set the sentinals at a proper distance and sent a horse- 
man to meet the enemy, ordered sentinals to fire at sight of the enemy and rum to 
the guard. The horseman (Felps) a smart fellow returned soon with the enemy at his 
heels, fired his pistol over his shoulder and rode for the camp, the enemy turned 
to the right and made for the guard, the sentinals did not fire soon enough and 
were cut off, they asked quarter but were both slain with the sword. The enemy 
commanded by Barmore the notorious refugee made a feint to surrender the guard, the 
officer ordered every man to take care of himself and surrendered to the enemy, 
they cut his wrist almost off and cut the skirt of his coat off and carried him to 
the sugar house, the guard got into a swamp near by and arrived safe at camp. 


The one kilied first was my messmate, young Bostwick of New Milford, a very 
handsome man of 18. We brought him in and buried him decently as we could the 
other was Mr. Hogg of Salem, New Haven County; his brains were cut out on the top 
of his head and trepanned by the sword, yet he lived to walk home and died. 


I must tell you of a farce that took place the same morning which I suppose 
has never been penned, to shameful and dastardly to have published. A Company of 
cavalry joined our regiment from New Milford (Con't) between 80 and 100 strong, 
they were trained under His Majesty's government, you may know what discipline 
might be at that time, some in old British wniform and some in ragamuffin costume, 
some mounted on mares with colt's at home, som on old worn out horses, with scar- 
let holsters and pistols with scarlet gimp trimming, some with swords about 18 
inches long some 2 feet and some 3 feet long, some with helmets of old hat crowns 
with a piece of bearskin on the top 8 or 10 inches square, I saw them paraded before 
the Colonel's door when orders were given them to overtake the enemy if possible 
and cut them up as it was ascertained that they were only 30 strong, it might be an 
easy conquest, the brave fellows drew their swords and swore vengance -- "Oh" said 
one "that I could bathe my sword in their blood" -- "Yes" said a stout soldier like 
fellow raising a sword not above 2 feet long "I will shiver them to the bone de-n 
them", They rode off with hearty cheers and soon passed the Biram <= all was still, 
they moved on with cautious steps ruminating on the event happy would it be could 
we bring all into camp, especially that rascal Barmore, indeed said another "I 
would not take him alive" “Bring in his head" -aid another. "Stop" said one, "halt 
men I hear something we may be near them", "March on" said the Captain, "if they 
discover us they will retreat as their horses are better than ours and they are all 
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bay horses with square tails, if they can find an advantageous place they may have 
the audacity to attack us, yonder you see a thicket on each side of the road, be 
cautious, there are fields on each side but much brush near the fence which is an 
old crazy fence", 


They had gone about a mile below the bridge when they came into a narrow road 
with thick brushwood on each side, in close order, when the enemy mounted over the 
fence, from each side with a savage yell; the enemy's horse came over onto horse 
and man and there was no room to fight ‘they were all entangled together in the 
utmost confusion, our brave men fell from their horses and dodged from place to 
place, under the bellies of the animals, so that it was not in the power of the 
enemy to kill or make prisoners of man or horse. 


I was standing by the Colonal's door when I saw three or four men come run- 
ning with bearskin caps on their heads, some swords in and some without; very soon 
old mares and horses shivering and snorting came in saddles and holsters on, the 
men came up; "Well" said the Col. "What news?" Oh we were all cut of said they. 
We were moving slowly in a narrow road when the enemy came up on us as from the 
clouds and we had no room to fight but we that are here got into the bushes and got 
clear thank God. 

"Well, there are men and horses coming yonder" said the Colonel, "Yes but I 
thought they were all taken or killed, they have been as lucky as we then." 

Very soon all the men and horses returned safe; it appears that the surprise 
so pleased the enemy that they were willing to let them run. 

There was nothing to awaken malice or revenge in the enemy, but the sport of 
seeing man and horse higgle to piggle bounding over one another unmanned the enemy 
for fight and brought on a fit of laughter. 

I do not know what kind of a report was made to the Commanding Officer but I 
suppose under the unfortunate name of defeat. 

So you see what the situation, men are in who had never seen service, which 
was the case in our country even in 1779 when all had heard so much of cowardice 
and brave exploits. The affair of Danbury was intermixed with the most miserable 
cowardice and the most heroic exploits 1777-1779. 


As I have digressed from the track of my life or have been too brief in the 
year '76, I will go back to August or September '76. I marched with our company 
from Waterbury to New Haven on the road to New York where our company took a boat 
to proceed by water. We hired Maloy's old sloop, Capt. Montague together with an- 
other company of 40 men, our sloop was old and crazy, we sailed on Saturday after- 
noon with a fair breeze. It soon began to rain, the storm increased and at ten 
o'cloek we were off Fairfield, it being dark we cast anchor. I was surprised to 
see the tumbling of the sloop and the working of her seams and something leaky 
while the sea like flashes of fire began to sweep her deck. The only boat was dash- 
ed against her stern, the cable parted as on we drove for the Long Island rocks; 
compass out of order, we hove our best bower. 

About this time there were about one hundred seasick, the cable parted two 
strands, and held on with the other until daylight (I was sick with the others). 
When we came to sail and arrived at Hurlgate at twelve o'clock next day, where we 
waited for the tide with seventeen sail with troops on board, we landed at New York 
in.the afternoon very weak and with empty stomacks; we found many of the six months 
men (as we termed them, who had enlisted the May previous) very sick with camp com- 
plaint, the back pavements were bloody with the complaint and very offensive. I 
was a boy and had not my growth nor strength of a man yet I had learned the manual 
exercises and went to alarm post every morn.for a week and was sick as I have stated. 

The men frequently saw the British fleet expecting every day they would land 
their troops, when on the evening of one day about the last of August there came 
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on a tremendous thunderstorm when it seemed that the city was enveloped in one 
solid mass of brimstone and fire which killed eight men within the compass of the 
city. At this time the enemy landed on Long Island without opposition, our troops 
all militia were marching onto the Island all the next day; one would have thought 
there were about twenty thousand, yet there were scarsely more than twelve, the 
enemy's shipping was maneuyering up and down the east and north rivers constantly, 
everything seemed to be in motion. 

The battle soon began four or five miles below New York and continued all day; 
in the afternoon I was enabled to get upon the top of a house and see the artillery 
fire a mile or two below Brooklyn and retreat. A constant firing of small arms 
continued until night. 

Many wounded came over the ferry in boats which brought on many a long pale 
face; at night all was still as death, about ten o'clock it rained with a northeast 
wind. I was under my blanket; I heard a cry in the city "Turn out! turn out! 
Bring Gen. Lee across the North river with five thousand men". The men turned out 
with the greatest alacrity and were ordered immediately to the East river to man 
the boats to fetch Gen'l Washington over with the army, all of which was completed 
by the sun one hour high the next morning without loss of a man. 

Lord Howe lay off fly Market all night with his tender astern, and could not 
get up wind and tide against him; therein you may see was a remarkable providence 
interposed for the Salvation of American Liberty. Had Lord Howe been able to cut 
off the retreat it would probably have ended the contest, to our ruin. 


These incidents I write because that I saw with my ow eyes all that I now 
relate and when you read the history of the Revolution you will not find these par- 
ticulars penned down all together and many of them have never been written. 


At sun one hour high in the morn I stood on the dock at fly Market; one broad- 
side of a galley was fired upon them, the enemy, as they marched into Brooklyn fort. 
I saw them take possession of the fort and expected a shot in return, which might 
have killed a number of us, but they turned the cannon upon Governor's Island four 
or five shots and ceased firing, 

You might well think that we must soon be prisoners of war, we saw no probab- 
ility of escape but to our surprise and good fortune the enemy pitched their tents 
on the shore of the East river from Brooklyn nearly to Turtle Bay or opposite that, 
where they remained about two days and two nights as peaceable as in time of peace. 

All this time, especially in the night time Gen'l Washington was removing his 
heavy cannon out of the city. I did not perceive any movements of the army. I be- 
lieve on Friday, it was about the beginning of September that the orders came for 
the sick to go out to Turtle Bay and take furloughs to go into the country and re- 
cruit, very pleasant news to me and others it was. We were overtaken by General 
Washington and his aids after travelling about a mile, as we lay under the fence to 
rest, when he asked us where we were going we told him that we were sick and had 
orders to go to camp and take furloughs to go out and recruit. He said: "Go and 
not to forget to come back." 

We obtained our furloughs in the afternoon and marched out to the head of 
Turtle Bay (this place is now in the city and not known by that name). There was a 
battery of three or four guns called Turtle Bay Battery on the bank of the East 
river which was intended to prevent the enemy from landing there. I passed on un- 
til I came to an eminence where there was a country seat of some gentleman, my 
company left me and went on. I was weak and stopped to rest. I lay down near a 
large garden, I should think a hundred feet above the water and the bay, where I 
espied a ship laying opposite the battery, all still it appeared to be within a 
hundred rods of me. I have been told since that it was the Roebuck, I think of 
twenty guns, she fired a broadside and was answered by the battery, they continued 
the fight above an hour when she ceased firing and commenced firing the other broad- 
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side. The battery ceased firing while the ship wore around, which made me very 
anxious in hope that they advantage of the ship, but the ship had dismounted one or 
more of the guns which they endeavored to repair yet answered the ship wtil the 
ship cut her cable and fell down with the tide very much shivered. I saw the 
splinters fly. 

At this place the enemy landed next day while the Army was marching out when 
there was some firing but not many killed. I passed on to the road to Derby and 
saw no more of them, my father met me at Derby Ferry and carried me home where I 
soon recovered, 

Stephen Upton and John Beach were killed the Sunday following on Harlem Heights 
in the battle at that place. Stephen was my school-mate. John was a school master 
very much lamented by his friends and all their acquaintances. 


The spring of '77 I was sent out under Capt. Bray as I have stated before, of 
Southington (still an apprentice and still belonged to Col. Gay's regiment) to march 
to Peekskill. When I arrived there I found that the stores had been burned and one 
or two ships lay menacing the place. We marched over the bay and were stationed on 
Fort Independence, attached to Gen'l McDougal's brigade where we kept guard until 
Danbury was burned. When that affair was over we were dismissed, this time in May. 


I became twenty-one years of age, went home and removed to Waterbury and went 
to work at my trade, but being attached to Col. Baldwin's regiment was sent out 
under Capt. Castle and marched to Fishkill. At this time Esopus was on fire; we 
marched up the road to ---- Flats. We overtook the enemy all on board ships going 
up with the tide. We marched a number of miles side by side until we came to anchor 
at the mills and we encamped on the heights. Nothing of moment transpired for some 
days, excepting an incident which happened the next morning after our arrival. A 
number of boys asked leave to go down to the bank of the river to see the enemy 
parade at deck on roll call. We stood exactly opposite the Lady Washington galley, 
which was their guard boat, she had been taken in New York in '76, She had a 
twenty-four pounder in her bow and two small-pieces in her sides. She appeared so 
near the boys said they could reach her with their muskets, they fired; I was in 
range of the shots from the enemy, the boys escaped and I was left to take the shots 
which were of grape. I saw the blaze and fell before the shots reached me, I arose, 
saw the second fire, fell again and shots went over me but so near that I thought 
wome of them might have lodged in my hair, yet I escaped. 

There I remained under Gen'l Putnam wntil after the surrender of Burgoyne, ex- 
pecting the enemy to land every hour. 


I returned home and pursued my business through the winter and through the year 
1778 remained at home. In the spring of 1779 as I have before stated I went to 
Horse-neck, after I left Horseneck I returned home and soon volunteered to go to New 
Haven under Capt. Isaac Bronson to guard that place as it had been recently plunder- 
ed, which was like locking the stable after the horse was stolen. There I served 
two months under Col. Ezekiel Sabin as fife-major, this was a very agreeable tour. 


I returned home in September and attended to my business more than one yeor, 
Now is coming the hard winter of '79-'80, There was not much fighting wmtil 1781. 

I was enjoying myself among my fricnds and a little beforehand in life. 

In 1781 the war secmed to revive and burst forth in the east and south which 
soon terminated in the capture of Cornwallis. This year I went out for my last cam- 
paign. I was drafted in the summer of '81 and joined Capt. Norton's Company (I be= 
lieve this was his name) and marched through Durham from this place to New London, 
then up the Thames to Norwich from that to Warrick in the State of Rhode Island, 
there joining Col. W. Worthington's regiment from thence to Providence and encamped 
on the hill. Nothing worthy of notice transpired except the burning of New London. 
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I returned home in September. This much will suffice for my service in the Revolu- 
tion there after the war which ended in 1783, 


I was twenty-five years old. I removed to Leichfeel South Farms, there I lived 
with Leman Stone, enjoyed myself well for four or five years and married Olive 
Stoddard. 

She brought me a son, born 25th of December 1786 which we named Lorrin and in 
1778 we had a daughter which we called Rhoda. The same year we removed into New 
York, County of Columbia and town of Clavarac where we lived seven years, had a son 
born which we called WILLIAM, who died at six months old. The next was JAMES, now 
living; then WILLIAM, now living, lost one or two infants, and removed to TROY, 
where we lived about five years; there was born my son JEREMIAH. Then removed to 
Sharon in the State of Connecticut where we lived until about 1806 when my daughter 
MARY was born. Then removed to Poughkeepsie, lived there seven or eight years from 
thence to Newburgh when my family began to separate. 


LORRIN married in Poughkeepsie. WILLIAM at his trade in Amenia. JAMES had 
been to sea and returned. RHODA, JEREMIAH and MARY living with us when we removed 
to Homer in the State of New York 1816 -- introduced there by my friend Hezekiah 
Robarts whom I esteem as one of the best friends we ever had. 

About 1824 marriec my daughter RHODA to RUFUS BEACH ESQ., who removed to 
Rochester soon after. We then removed to Poughkeepsie with our friend, and stayed 
there but one year, then followed our daughter to Rochester. 

JAMES had married in Preble to Miss Norris. He became a Methodist Preacher. 


In Rochester we lived with our son JEREMIAH and daughter MARY wntil we found 
it necessary to give up house keeping. We lived in Mr. Beach's family some time 
then mutually separated. I went to live with my son JAMES, my wife and MARY with Mr. 
Beach. When MARY married to ADDISON GARDINER, my wife went to live with her. Mr. 
Beach removed to the State of Ohio. I lived alternately with JAMES and WILLIAM 
who married a Miss GROSS and has three fine children living in the State of New 
York, Nine Mile Creek, 


Following his trade my son LORRIN deid about 1826 and left six fine children 
to the care of an industrious mother, whose name was JEMIMA VASSER, three sons and 
three daughters. Be it remembered to her honor that she has done well although un- 
fortunate. LORRIN was about forty years old when he died. 


JEREMIAH married to MISS MARION SPRAGUE of Pompey, about 1834. My daughter 
RHODA has two fine daughters, ELIZA and MaRTHA GOULD, whom I hope to see before I 
die. I love her very much and it is true I love all my children and grandchildren 
much alike, I know little difference. I have lived principally with James. 


June 3rd 1835 we left the State of New York for the far west. I left my wife 
son JEREMIAH and daughter MARY with regret, perhaps shall never see them again but 
so it was. I must live the remainder of my days with my children and so must my 
wife for the want of property to keep house. This seems to be the only reason why 
we cannot spend our last days together. We have always lived in harmony together 
and very decently. I have loved my wife always as was my duty and I believe she 
has loved me. We have never been rich, but moderately poor. We have had the bless- 
ing of God that many of the rich have not, which is to be appraised higher than 
wealth or honor. My posterity is free from crime of a very deep dye, for aught I 
know nO murderers, thieves, hypocrites or liars I hope. 


I am now writing in my eighty-second year 1837, situated in Niles, Berrien 
County in the State of Michigan, 700 miles from my wife and three children, the 
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finest country I ever saw, better situated than I have been, could enjoy the pres- 
ence of my dear family that are absent. I am living with my son James and family 
who make me as happy as they cane 

I hope I have sixteen grand children and two great grand children. Poor 
George Be Selkrigg died the 10th of May 1837 in Detroit; a promising boy of 18, the 
son of LORRIN whom I loved ag I do all my children. Would to God I could see them 
all before I die. 


My children and grand children may wieli to know my thoughts on Religion as I 
Have lived so long in this world. I have seen and heard and remember above seventy 
yearse 

I was born an Episcopalian so I was bred for twelve years, then I lived in a 
Presbyterian family many years. I made no choice of tenets until about seventy 
years olde I would advise my offspring to imbibe the true principles of religion 
which you find in the New Testament, that is, a full belief in the Lord Jesus 
Christ as your redemer, and live accordingly. Always to live in peace with God 
and Man, an even temper and good disposition promotes a long life and happiness. 
Now there is nothing in the different persuasions or tenets more than to place your 
self in a good Christian Society where is love and good-will towards God and man.
